The Bacearat Scandal. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Lonpon, June 5.—In this the fifth 
day of the trial of the famous baccarat 
scandal suit there is a repetition of 
the scenes witnessed during the pre- 
vious days. The cross-examination 
of Mrs. Lycett Green was resumed. 
Edward Clarke had the young lady go 
again all over the grounds he covered 
yesterday. After some further ques- 
tions, Mra. Arthur Wilson, mother of 
Arthur Stanley Wilson, was-called to 
the stand. 

Mrs. Wilson, when asked by Sir 
Charles Russell as to wnether she had 
seen Cumming cheat, replied with 
great emotion: ‘‘ Yes, unfortunately ; 
there is no doubt about it.’’ 

Mrs. Arthur Wilson says she was 
present at Tranby Croft in the room 
where baccarat. was being played on 
September 8th. She distinctly re- 
called her son Arthur looking at her 
with a puzzled expression on his face, 
and that he afterwards made a_horri- 
ble communication to her. It was to 
the effect that he, had seen plaintiff 
Cumming cheat while playing cards. 

- The witness then repeated in detail 
evidetice’ Which -had already been 
given as tothe manner in which the 
Baronet cheated. Mrs. Wilson was 
most emphatic in her declaimers that 
there had been any agreement entered 
into by the Wiilson family to watch 
plaintiff on the second night (Septem- 
ber 9th) of the baccarat playing. 

Continuing, Mrs. Wilson said when 
her son told ber plaintiff had been 
cheating, she said: “Oh, you must 
not speak of it. We must not have 
scandal in our house.’’ 

During the second evening’s play 
witness did not notice anything until 
she received a not from her son-in- 
law, Lycett Green, informing her of 
facts discovered. Mrs. Wilson added 
that she recollected plaintiff asking‘té 
liave an extra £10 paid him for 
a £10 counter, which he claimed 
had not been noticed by the Prince of 
Wales, and that the Prince in the an- 
noyance told the plaintiff to place his 
stakes where they could be seen. 

Referring to another ‘occasion, Mrs. 
Wilson said she say plaintiff push an 
extra £410 .counter over the line. 
Mrs. Wilson then said she had an in- 
terview with the Prince of Wales on 
the subject the following day and that 
she expressed fears that her son, Ar- 
thur Stanley Wilson, would suffer 
from the after effects of what had oc- 
curred, owing to the fact that he was 
the first person to notice and call at- 
tention to the Baronet’s cheating, but 
she said the Prince told her there was 
no need for her to fear anything of the 
kind. From September 10th, until 
legal proceedings were commericed, 
Mrs. Wilson continued, she said ab- 
solutely nothing te anybody outside 
of those of her own family who were 
already acquainted with the facts re- 
garding the scandal. Mrs. Wilson 
was then turned over to Sir: Edward 
Clarke for cross-examination, and in 
reply to the Solicitor-General’s ques- 
tions, said she had not signed a paper 
pledging herself to secrecy, but Mrs. 
Wilson admitted the Prince of Wales 
hadiasked her. not to say anything 
about the affair. 


Answering other questions put to 
her by the leading counsel for plaintiff, 
Mrs. Wilsom said that on the night of 
September 8 the Prince of Wales 
asked her if it was not possible to pro- 
vide a proper baccarat table for the 
night following. This Mrs. Wilson ex- 
plained was before the Prinés knew 
anything of the alleged cheatfing*dn 
the part of Cumming. Consequently 
for the second night’s play a fresh 
table was provided; but this was not 
done on account of Cumming, though 
it was hoped that its use would pre- 
vent the occurrence of the events of 
the previous ‘night. Witness’ hus- 
band, Arthur Wilson, Sr., she con- 
tinued, objected to baccarat playing 
because in his opinion the play might

Telegraphers Who Reveal Characteristics 
by the Ticks of Their Machines. 


The telegraph operators of this city 


says the Philadelphia Record. Not 
only are they masters of their art as a 
class, but many of them have developed 
the wonderful faculty of reading char- 
acter by the sharp ticks that emanate 
from the little brass instruments. For 
instance, any old-time operator who 
-onks as a first-rater can tell by the 
tick of the machine in Philadelphia 
what manner of man is at the other 
nd of the wire, no matter whether he 
be in Chicago, New York or any other 
distant city. Just as bank cashiers 
recognize the signatures of old \ cus- 
tomers, so do telegraphers identify 
fricnds by their *‘sending” or writing. 
The fast, jerky sender who stops 
every few minutes to tighten this screw 
or loosen that spring or to talk with 
his deskmate easily tells the receiver 
that he is a nervous, irresponsible 
young man of little experience and less 
judz-ment; he warns the receiver to be 
on constant watch for errors, for which 
he will shirk any responsibility. With- 
ont having definite reason to Say so, 
the receiver will not hesitate to assert 
that such a sender would lie himself 
out of any difiiculty that might arise. 
The fearless, manly telegrapher is 
the man who sends even, well-spaced 
Morse, fast, of course, but steady 
withal, and sends “‘all the time.” This 
man seldom has ‘‘cases.”’ He impresses 
the recciver at once that he is inva- 
riably correct. He never stops for bad 
copy, because he always reads a mes- 
sage ahead of the one he is sending, and 
returns any he cannot decipher to the 
clerks before starting it. This sort of a 
man has a friend in every office. All 
the students and operators in way sta- 
tions know him. They recognize his 
sending and appeal to him as woulda 
child to an older brother. 
The sneak is quickly discovered and 
promptiy “roasted.” He sends slowly 
and with an aggravating drag. He 
never swears on the wire. which, by the 
way, is certain to be rewarded by dis- 
missal if reported, although a majority 
of operators are more or less profane. 
Whi'e this man may not have been in

Bat financial theorists tell us that if 
unlimited coinage Of silver be per- 
mitted on the present basis of sixteen 
grains of standard silver to one of 
standard gold, ‘“‘the latter will leave 
the country, and that silver will be- 
come? the single standard of value.’’ 
Statistics seem to antagonize these as- 
sertions. All commercial transactions 
are subjects of contract either implied 
or specific, whether national or inter- 
national. If between citizens of the 
same nation, the coins bearing the 
stamp of fineness, weight and value of 
the governinent, is the basis of settle- 
ment of all balances in commercial 
transactions, unless there be a special 
contract, the requirements of which or 
otherwise. If the transactions are in- 
ternational under similar conditions, 
the coin or legal currency of the na- 
tion of the creditor is the basis of set- 
tlement between the creditor and 
debtor, If an invoice be for English 
goods the payment will be in money 
which is legal tender in England, If 
paid for in American coin, whether 
gold or silver, or both, they are taken 
at their bullion value only. In other 
words, they are exchanged in pay- 
ment as a commodity, and not as law- 
ful money of England. As bullion, 
it goes to the English mint, is melted 
and minted into coin of the realm, 
and then and only then does it become 
a legal tender in settlement of bal- 
ances. The same rule operates in this 
country. - English gold and silver 
coins imported into this country are 
received as bullion, are recoined into 
American money of standard weight 
and fiaeness, then it becomes legal 
tender for both public and private 
dues as prescribed by law.

When we landed 
in Sacramento at 12:23 p. m., twelve 
hours and twenty minutes from Vir- 
ginia, Nev., we had beaten all records 
and subsequent railroad time.
